Mining Laws. 

Assuredly the era of aniqno louses .mil 
obstructive restrictions is past; and Bri- 
tish Columbia hits now (or will have on 
and after the 20th July next) a uoilo of 
mining laws second to nono in point 
of liberality. "lis well. The experi- 
ence of fifteen years has taught a salu- 
tary lesson. By observing a simple, in- 
expensive and by no means inexpeditious 
formula, any man can now enter upon 
and hold six hundred and forty acres, if 
on this side of Quesnel, or five hundred 
neres. if on the other side of Quesnel, pro- 
vided the ground bo not "available for 
being worked by freo miners as holders 
of individual claims." Upon payment of 
a record feo of five dollars, and one dol- 
lar per acre, be may hold the same for a 
period of two years. If, afc tiie expiration 
of that period, it shall be shown to the 
satisfaction of the Gold Commissioner 
that the sum of ton dollars for every acre 
so recorded has been expended on the 
land, he shall bo entitled to receive a 
Crown grant for the same. In default of 
.such expenditure the laud shall be open 
to pre-emption in the same manner as if it 
bad never boon recorded. It is also pro- 
vided that any joint stock company which, 
at the time of the passing of this Act, 
under any unexpired lease from the 
Crown, holds any land for mining pur- 
poses, on showing to the satisfaction of 
the Cold Commissioner that the sum of 
ton dollars an acre has been expended, 
shall bo entitled to recieve a Crown grant 
for the sumo. The beforamontioned 
provision which enables an individual or 
a company to acquire in fee simple C40 
of mining ground, if below Ques- 
nel, or live hundred acres, if above, 
encountered strong opposition from the 
members for Cariboo. The area, it was 
contended, was excessive, and tho pro- 
vision would lead to the locking up of 
large tracts of valuable mineral lands in 
tho hands of individuals. One member 
(not, however of Cariboo) went so far as 
to deprecate the application of machinery 
to the mineral lands in question, because 
it would lesson the demand for manual 
labour! The roply to all this is obvious. 
The ground to l>e demised is not ground 
that individual effort can successfully de- 
velop. It is ground which has either 
been abandoned, or which tho free-miner 
has not the courage to tackle. What is 
the use of playing the dog in the manger 
about it '! If this class of ground is not 
permitted to go into tho hands of capital- 
ists in stiflicient quantities and on a suffi- 
ciently sooure tenure to justify them in 
working it, why then it must continue to 
lie undeveloped in the future, as it has 
been in the past. If. on tho other hand, itis 
taken up by capitalists, it will be devel- 
oped, foreign capital will How in, and a 
demand for labor will be created. 
People are not npt to acquire mineral land 

for the purpose of locking it up. And I Even bring with blank

any tendency of the kind could easily be 
cured by taxation. The Act does not stop 
here. It enables any free minor to acquire 
a Crown grant for his claim, upon satisfy- 
ing the Gold Commissioner that two hun- 
dred and fifty dollars has been expended 
thereon. Companies can also avail them- 
selves of this provision. A discovery 
claim shall extend o:ie thousand feet on 
either side of the bod of the stream. Pro- 
vision is made for any freo miner, or eom- 
pmy of free miners to run a drain or 
i,unnel through occupied ground, by 
paying compensation for damage. Quartz 
claims are to be fifteen hundred feet iu 
length, measured along the lode or vein, 
with power to follow such lode or vein, 
and not more than two hundred feet on 
either side thereof. A provision was in- 
troduced to tho effect that any mining 
district may be withdrawn from the oper- 
ations tho Act by a two-thirds vote of the 
electors in such district ; and, of course, 
a suspending clause was inserted, provid- 
ing that tin? Act shall not come into oper- 
ation till after the 20th July next. This 
last mentioned provision was rendered 
necessary by the term of Union which 
forbids increasing the facilities tor alien- 
ating lands from the Crown until the 
railway belt shall have been set oil'. Such 
are the principal provisions of the "Gold 
Mining Amendment Act . 1ST!'.." which is 
to be construed with anil read as part of 
the " Cold Mining Ordinance. 1867," and 
the "Cold Mining Amendment Act 1872." 



A New York dispatch of tho 7th has the 
following particulars of tho disaster to the 
emigrant ship North Pleot in tho English 
Channel: 

The details of tho terrible disaster to 
the ship North Flest are published, from 
which it appears that "at iudf-past 10 at 
night, the captain and others wore alarm- 
ed by a cry from the officers on watch: 'A 
steamer is right into us!' The captain 
and pilot rushed on dock, but before they 
got there, the steamer had run into tho 
vessel, sinking her amidships, and cut- 
ting her below tho watermark The car- 
penter quickly reported her nearly half 
full of water. Tho pumps were started 
promptly. The crew worked at them for 
some minutes, when it was found that tho 
water was rapidly gaining. A panic 
seom.-d to seixe both tho crew and pas- 
sengers, and afterwards they could not 
keep tho latter in check. A crowd of 
men and women hadrushed up from their 
berths, many only half clothed. Tho pas- 
sengers had mostly retired, bufcn few were 
undressing. The noiso of tho collision is 
likened by ono of them to a peal of thun- 
der, and such was the -violence) of the 
shock that those who were standing were 
knocked down. It appears that the 
steamer rebounded and canio on a socoud 
time in collision with the North Fleet. 
Tho water began to pour in, and in a short 
time the passengers' quarters were swamp- 
ed. The women were slower to rush on 
deck than tho men. Many wore not in a 
condition to go till the water rose threat- 
eningly around them. No ono on board the 
steamer was heard to speak, although the 
loud shouts from tho North Fleet must 
have made her Jerew avaro of the terrible 
danger that existed. She backed for two 
or three minutes and then steaming rapid- 
ly away was soon out of sight. For 
half an hour the scone on on board tho 
North Fleet was appalling. The women 
screamed, the men cursed and fought their 
way towards the boats, while the captain 
and mate roared ont commands to "keep 
back," anil allow tho women to get on the 
side of vessel, but apparently without suc- 
cess. 

Itoekots wero fired, blue lights burned, 
and a gun tried to be loaded, but the 
screw of the ramrod became detached 
from the handle. .Signals of distress 
were seen by several vessels, but they 
appear to have been regarded as signals 
for a pilot. Tho captain, finding the men 
determined to leave tho vessel, went below 
and armed himself with a revolver, and, 
ascending tho poop, declared his deter- 
mination to shoot tho first nuiu who tried 
to leave tho vessel before tho women were 
saved. 

The first boat launched was lowered b/,- 
a number of pnssongerj by catting the 
ropes. There being a ladder at hand, tho 
only way of getting into it was by leaping 
or dropping soiso fifteen feet. As there 
was a terrible rush toward the boat the 
scene was of the most distressing confu- 
sion, and a man and boy fell into the 
water and were drowned. Tho officers 
did all they could to force tho men who 
first got into tho boat to loavu it, that the 
women might be saved, but to no purpose.

supposed) at first was unavailing. About 
thirty persons having got into tho boat, 
they pulled off. Not ono of tho crew win 
in it. 

Another life-boat was thon launched. A 
man got into it and was ordered to leave 
He refused to and tho captain shot him in 
the calf. Then Captain Knowles placed 
his wife in the boat and said to the boat- 
swain, who had already got in : "Here's 
a charge for you, boatswain, take care of 
her and the rest. God bless you I" "Wring- 
ing his wife's hand, ho bade her good bye, 
saying. " I shall never see you again." 

It is impossibla to describe tho panic 
that raged all this time Heartrending 
scenes wore witnessed on all sides. One 
of the passengers, seeing tho Captain's 
wife in the boat threw in his own wife and 
tossed the baby to her and entered the 
boat himself. A little girl was thrown in- 
to the boat by her father, who tried to save 
tho rest of the family, but the maddened 
crowd pressing toward the side of the 
vessel prevented, and with tho wife and 
two other children ho went down with the 
ill-fated vessel. The engineer made 
frantic efforts to save his wife and chil- 
dren, but was jammed between tho cook- 
house and gunwale, and received fright- 
ful injuries, though afterwards be was 
rescued, but inn precarious state. Onlv 
two of the soven boats aboard were 
launched owing to the panic. The first 
was seriously injured as the tackle was 
nt, and the boat fell into the sea. When

Mr. Robson regretted to see the Hon. 
Attorney General moving this amendment. 
Such is a tacit admission that the profes- 
sional man is not eipuil to m r 'el the petti- 
fogger. Were he [ Mr. liobson J a profes- 
sional man he would want nothing better 
than to show his skill and superiority 
against an unqualified practitioner. This 
Bill was to meet a paiticular and excep- 
tional want, of the people, and could not 
be considered as free trade in law. lie 
thought that the amendment was placing 
the profession iu a false light. 

Mr. Booth thought the hon. member 
for Nauaimo was right. If a nt>n wished 
to put up a house without an engineer and 
simply with the advice of a bricklayer, 
there was no law to pi-even! him from so 
doing.

MINERAL AMKNDMKNT BILL. 

This Bill was committed, Mr. Saul in 
the Chair. 

Mr, Walkem showed the evils of the 
law us it was here proposed, ft I present 
enabling persons to pre-empt land for 
speculative purposes. He proponed to 
place these coal hinds on the same footing 
as the agricultural lands. He (the hon. 
Attornoy-Qenoral) moved an amendment • 
to that effect. 

Hon. Dr. Ash proposed that these lands 
be put up for sale. 

Mr. Robson wished to know if a man 
was discoverer of a coal mine would he 
be placed on tho same footing with other 
parsons in competing for tho purchase of 
this land? There would bo u monstrous 
injustice in not protecting a man who 
had, nt trouble and expense, increased 
the value oi' t lie land by sticll discovery. 
He (Mr. Robson) was in favor of selling 
the land if proper protection were allow- 
ed the discoverer. 

Mr. Robertson proposed that months 
should be allowed the disoovoror in vyhioli 
to locate his bind. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos said the whole of 
tho coftllftuds from Seymour Narrows to 



he south of the Island would pass to the 
Railway. He believed ill selling at pub- 
lic auction. Discoverers of coal were 
very different from those of silver or gold 
leads. Whoreverone bored in a certain di- 
rection for hundreds of miles he could, by 
perseverance, striko coal, so that there was 
no analogy between the discoverers — the 
latter requiring no protection. 

Mr. Robson said that prospecting for 
coal and prospecting for agricultural laud 
were very different. In the former be had 
to employ workmen, machinery and so 
forth, in order to see whether the mine 
would work. This was d»no with n view 
to purchase, and w hen he bad ascertained 
that it would bo unfair to allow others to 
slop in and buy the land over his head.

He thought that 
tho whole of the minerals should he given 
to the proprietors, as was the ease in 
England. The Crown is evidently com- 
mitting a fraud on tho holder of land in 
favor of tho miner. 

Mr. Robertson moved as an amendment 
to introduce arbitration in eases of dis- 
pute between miners und owners of land. 

Mr. Robson said it was necessary to 
protect any parties jumping) in taking up 
land for tho purpose of black-mailing a 
coal mining company. He showed that 
without some such provision, coal min- 
ing could not possibly be carried on. 
Could not see the difference between pro- 
tecting a railway coonecting a coal mine 
with the sea shore or a town with a port 
and outlet. 

Mr. Walkem said that farming wits as 
much a public good us coal mining or 
railroading. The bill did not say whether 
a man's property should be taken or not, 
but what price should be given. Now 
any specific case should be doalt with by 
I a private bill. Hut the principle should 
j not be introduced of depriving the fanner 

of his hind. 
I Mr. MoCreight supported tho pro- 
j vision affording right of way. but not in 
such a way as to alter the spirit of tho 
I Act. 

Mr. Walkem was surprised at the hon. 
j gentleman who hod just spoken. He had 

formerly agreed with him [ Walkem.] He 
I Walkem | admitted that the general Act 
was a mischievous Act and had done harm 
to the country. 

It was decided to report progress und 
ask leave to sit again. 

The House then adjourned till 7:30 p. 



EVENING SESSION. 

The House resumed consideration, in 
Committee of the "Whole, of the Mineral 
Ordinance, which was reported complete.

ESOUIMALT AND VICTOUIA RAILWAY. 

Mr. MeOoight moved the second read- 
ing of this Bill.

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos believed in grant- 
ing to any Company in this Province tho 
right to build a railway, He did not see 
why this House should act so tenderly 
towards the Canadian Pacific Railway. It 
hail been decided by the Dominion Par- 
liament that the terminus should bo lived 
at Esquimalt, That Company would take 
all it could get, and many a poor man 
might lose his land by a llaw in his title. 
The Canadian Pacific Railway was n body 
of speculators who would make all they 
could out of their Charter and land. Ho, 
therefore, could not see why this Com- 
pany of gentleman should not have the 
same privilege as similar companies had 
at the East. This Bill ought to bo passed;

The Pest House Horror! 

RECOVERY OFTHE DEAD WAN'S PIS- 
TOL, PANTS, VEST AND COAT AND 
ARREST OK SIX INDIANS ! ! 

Murder or Siiiciclo ? 

On Tuesday morning Mr. W. Andean 
of Government street" was approached by 
an Indian who offered to sell him a small 
revolver of peculiar make. Air. Andean 
declined to purchase, and thought no 
more of the circumstance until yesterday 
morning when, meeting Air. Henry Short, 
ho mentioned the fact to him. Ml . Short 
suggested that the Indian might have 
known something about the l'estliousc 
horror, and as they conversed, who should 
come along but the very man that offered 
the pistol. Air. Short pinned him against 
the side of a house and detained him 
until Air. Andean run to the Barracks 
and returned with a policeman. The In- 
dian when taken to the barracks said 
that he lived on Store street near Janion, 
Rhodes & Co's warehouse. The police 
immediately proceeded to the house in- 
dicated and arrested the inmates — two In- 
dians und four women. between the 
mattresses they found the peculiar-looking 
pistol. In a box they found a light- 
colored tweed coat, and vos';, and a pair of 
pants and a necktie with spots of blood, 
upon all them, front the garments an 
attempt had been made to wash the blood 
but the success was only partial. In the 
pocket of the Indian first arrested was the 
copper case of a No. 7 ISlev cartridge. In 
the trunk of deceased at the Angel Hotel 
were found No. 7 Eley cartridges. All 
lit tho pistol, which N a breech-loading 
six-shooter, and a very handsome weapon 
of small bore. The bullet tired front such 
a pistol would miike a hole about the size 
of that in the forehead of deceased. The 
Indians (whoaroofthe Bella Bella tribe) 
sav that the pistol was brought by them 
from Port Townsend, Washington Terri- 
tory. With respect to the clothes thev 
are dumb. The general impression is 
that Stoeker committed suicide in the 
Posthouse barn on Thursday or Friday 
last (his note to Mr. Morton is dated the 
bith inst., orThursday'lnst); that he died 
almost instantly; that the Indians found 
the body and took the valuables and the 
pistol, whilst one of them exchanged his 
clothes and shoes for those of the dead 
man's and lift the body, with the key and 
knife in tho pant-.' pocket, as it was found 
on Monday. Had the rascals left the 
pistol tho ease would have been plain 
enough at first; but the absence ot the 
death-dealing weapon awakened suspicion 
of foul play which has resulted in the 
ruin of the thieves. The inquest, will be 
resumed to-day.
